A LITERARY MYSTERY 


English Author and Fiona Mac- 
leod Were One and the Same. 


ANNOUNCEMENT BY WIDOW 


Pseudonym Was at First Adopted Be- 
cause Mr. Sharp Expected Harsh 
Criticism of Some of His Works.

LONDON, Dec. 14.—News was re- 
ceived from Sicily to-day that William 
Sharp, the author, had died there, and 
to-night Mrs. Sharp made the’ an- 
nouncement that her husband was the 
author of all the works in prose and 
verse given out as written by ‘“‘ Fiona 
Macleod.” 

At the outset, it is understood, Mr. 
Sharp assumed the pseudonym because 
he was not convinced that the public 
would receive kindly certain writings 
he wished to publish. To be associated 
with them, he fancied, might discredit 
his known works and injure his reputa- 
tion, 

Later, it is said, Mr. Sharp found it 
pecuniarily profitable to preserve the 
pseudonym because of the constant 
| questioning in regard to the identity of 
“Fiona Macleod.” 

The identity of ‘‘ Miss Fiona Macleod” 
has been a literary mystery—the most in- 
teresting literary mystery in the United 
Kingdom—for the past ten years. Many 
guesses have been made regarding this 
author. William Sharp’s name has been 


mentioned, but not nearly so frequently | 
as the names of some other people, and! 


at length it came to be the general opin- 
jon that Fiona Macleod really existed in 
her own proper person.

The pseudonym may have been 
profitable, but what other pleasure Will- 
fam Sharp obtained from the knowledge 
that he was Fiona Macleod it would be 
difficult to say. 

Indeed, here is the real mystery. Sharp 
was a well-known man of letters, a most 
industrious author, clever and cultivated, 
a friend of many famous people, editor 
|}of numerous volumes, and a critic for 
various periodicals, but he never attained 
fame. In a moment he could have become 
famous instead of respected. The word 
that would have given him renown he 
never spoke, and it has been left to his 
widow to make him famous after his 
death. 

Famous his memory will undoubtedly 
be. Those poems of ‘‘ Fiona Macleod” are 
more than brilliant productions; they have 
struck a new note in European literature. 
To them is directly traceable the ‘* Celtic 


movement,’’ which is now so well defined 
and strong a force. Indeed, the chief ar- 
gument for the theory that Fiona Mac 
leod was no nom de plume--at least, the 
nom de plume of no known person—was 
that the poems were unlike anything that 
any one else was writing—or capable of 
writing, many of the critics said.

NEW COINS FOR CHRISTMAS. 


Sub-Treasury Deluged by Demands 
That Will Aggregate $3,000,000. 


The demand for new bills and coins for 
Christmas use has already begun to make 
itself feit at the local Sub-Treasury. Long 
lines of men, women, and children gather 
daily in front of the windows of the coin 
and bill divisions. 

It is estimated that the demand for new 
money will reach the three-million-dollar 
mark this year. Banks, trust companies, 
and department stores are constant appli- 
cants. There is a scarcity of the new 
coins at present, owing to the failure of 
Congress to provide for a sufficient coin- 
age; but it was said yesterday that in- 
dividuals who want new money in reason- 
able amounts will be accommodated un- 
less they desire new silver dollars of the 
1905 issue.

of limiting institutions that would gob- 
ble up all the new coins for their own 
customers to the exclusion of the gen- 
eral public. Any company that asks for 
more than $3800 of money and specifies 
new coin or bills is charged expressage.

Twenty shots were exchanged between 
two policemen, a watchman, and a gang 
of nine railroad thieves in a running fight 
last night on the tracks of the New York 
Central Railroad along the North River. 
The fight started at Ninety-sixth Street 
and continued to Eighty-eighth Street, 
where the thieves dispersed and fled in 
different directions. No one was caught. 

Frank McCarthy, a watchman, discov- 
ered the thieves plundering a freight car | 
at Ninety-sixth Street as he was making 
his rounds. Seeing their number he hesi- 
tated about tackling them, and without 
letting them know that he had detected 
them got the assistance of Policemen 
Hickey and Verimier of the West 100th 
Street Station. 

The trio surrounded the car and ad- 
vanced, but before they had gone very far 
the thieves opened fire. The policemen 
and the watchman drew their revolvers 
and returned the shots. 

The thieves fled down the tracks, police- 
men and watchmen in hot pursuit. The 
gang fired back as they ran south on the 
tracks, but their alm was poor and nobody 
was struck. When they reached Eighty- 
eighth Street they had distanced the po- 
licemen, and disappeared over Riverside 
Drive. They were soon lost to view. 

It was discovered later that the thieves 
had prepared a case of shoes and a case | 
of silk to cart away. The goods were 
found outside a car. 

Late last night the police of the West 
100th Street Station arrested Louis 
Thompson of 181 West End Avenue on 
suspicion.

SACKS FULL OF NUGGETS. 


British Columbia Indlans Make Rich 
Strike Near Alaska Line.

TACOMA, Deo. 14.—Above the head- 
waters of Stickine River, in British Co- 
lumbia, not far from the Alaskan bound- 
ary, the Interior Indians have found im- 
mensely rich gold quarts ledges on the 
tnountain side, the surface of which was 
stripped off last Spring by a landslide. 
The Indians spent the Summer picking 
out pure gold nuggets and carrying them 
to their villages in sacks made from 
hides. 

The story of the find was brought to 
Sitka by ‘‘Chilkoot Jack,’’ who told it 
this week to Col. George Koscrometinoff, 
a former Government interpreter and now 
the representative of the Russian Govern- 
ment in Alaska. Last Summer “ Chilkoot 
Jack”’ accompanied the Stickine Indians 
on their annual pilgrimage up Stickine 
River to trade with the Interlor Indians. 

Twenty miles from Diss Creek they 
found the Interior Indians packing off 
quantities of gold in big and little nug- 
gets. Thé Interior Indians would give no 
time to trading, but, despite their efforts

Course in Liberal Arts and Pedagogics 
to be Established. 


ALBANY, Dec. 14.—The State Board of 
Regents to-day decided to make the State 
Normal College in this city a college in 
the full meaning of that term. The 
courses of study designed to prepare 


teachers for the elementary schools will 
be discontinued, and a four years’ course 
of studies in the liberal arts and peda- 
gogics will be established. 

The requirements for admission will be 
substantially the same as those laid down 
by other Eastern colleges of good stand- 
ing, and the college will confer the de- 
grees of B. A., B. S., and Ph. B., the 
first two on the completion of a four 
years’ course, and the third after a year 
of post-graduate study. 

The board decided to continue the State 
Library School, and Edwin H. Anderson, 
the newly elected State Librarian, will be 
its Director.

Tawney is a fighter from the ground 
up.

Twenty-four 
hours before the vote the tremendous 
powers of persuasion and coercion at 
the command of the House machine had 
taken all his followers away from him,

| aces as weapons, Tawney won them all 
| back again and carried through the

He started an insurrection this year

Best Way to Stop Rebates, Com- 
merce Commission Says. 


ELKINS LAW DISAPPOINTING 


Hopeful Expectations Based Upon It 


Had to be Modified—Exorbitant 
Refrigerating Charges. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 14.—The Inter- 
State Commerce Commission, in its an- 
nual report made public to-day, sets forth 
the general reasons for proposed amend- 
ments contained in thé form of the bill 
which has been submitted to the Senate 
Committee on Inter-State Commerce. The 
most important amendment, says the re- 
pert, is delegation of authority to the 
ccmmission to determine what rate should 
be substituted for the future in place of 
cne found, after full hearing, to be un- 
lawful, with the further provision that 
the order of the commission prescribing 
such substituted rate shall take effect 
within a reasonable time, unless vacated 
ovr set aside by judicial proceedings. 

The commission recommends that the 
phiase “ under common control, manage- 
ment,{ or arrangement,”’ in the first sec- 
tion of the law, be omitted. This would 
make the regulating statute apply to cer- 
tain classes of carriers now exempt from 
its application and requirements. The 
definition in the first section of the term, 
“ transportation,’”’ should, the commission 
says, be enlarged so as to include the 
charges for various services, such as re- 
frigeration and the like, which are now 
claimed to be beyond the authority of the 
commission. 

“At the present time,” continues the = 
report, “large quantities of perishable | 
commodities are transported over such | 
distances that artificial refrigeration is’ 
necessary, and in such transportation the, 
{ce is just as essential as the hauling of | 
the car. The owner of the commodity 
transported can no more provide the re- 
frigeration than’ he could provide the 
transportation itself, and the conse- 
quences of an exorbitant Icing charge or 
of discrimination in refrigeration charges 
are precisely as serious as the same kind 
of extortion or discrimination would be 
in the transportation charge itself. 

“The commission has held that the fur- 
nishing of refrigeration is a part of the 
transportation itself, and that the railway 
is obliged, under the present law, to, pub- 
lish and maintain its charge for icing, but 
the railways confidently insist that pro- 
viding refrigeration is a local service, 
which is not and cannot be put under the 
supervision of any Government tribunal; 
and that even if Congress might impose 
upon the carrier the duty of furnishing 
this service, it has not done so; that it 


is nished b rivate persons and not

the it js not recommended at this time 
that the carriers should be prohibited 
from using private cars or from employ- 
ing the owners of such cars to perform 
the icing service if they find that course 
to their advantage, but. the commission 
does recommen that these charges 
should be put on the same basis as all 
Other freight charges, so far as they 
can be. 

“An efficient means of discovering 
illegal practices would be found in author- 
ity to prescribe the form in which books 
rv f accounts shall be kept by. railways, 
with the right on the part of the commis- 
sion: to examine such books at any and all 
times through expert accountants. Prob- 
ably no one thing would go further than 
this toward the detection and punishment 
of rebates and kindred wrongdoing. Cer- 
tain carriers now refuse to make the sta- 
tistical returns required by the commis- 


sion. :

any to use its money as it sees fit, it 
Es certainly proper that the Government 
should know what use is made of it, and 
whether the rates and charges imposed 
are legitimate. . 

‘“‘In the annual report for 1903 the com- 
mission endeavored to explain the changes 
in the regulating statute effected by the 
Elkins law, which was approved in the 
previous February, and made some favor- 
able comments upon its operation. and a 
similar opinion was expressed in the re- 

ort made a year ago. Further exper- 
ence, however, compels the commission 
to modify in some degree the hopeful ex- 
pectations then entertained. 

“Not only have various devices for 
evading the law been brought into use,”’ it 
says, ‘“‘ but the actual payment of rebates 
as such has been here and there resumed. 
Instances of tr‘s kind have been estab- 
lished by convincing proof, on which 
prosecutions have been commenced and 
are now pending.

Mr. Hughes had asked Mr. Scott several 
times whether he owed the Hqultable any 
money when he left it, or whet*er his 
@ccount there was in dispute, and the an- 
swer had invariably been in the negative. 
Late in the afternoon Mr. Hughes pro- 
duced a file of correspondence that the 
Equitable had furnished, showed it to 
Mr. Scott, and asked if he recognized it. 
Mr. Scott read it over two or three times 
‘end then jumped to his feet. 

“This is entirely a personal matter,” 
he said, “and foreign to the purposes of 
this committee; an attack on my personal | 
character has been lugged in here now | 
for revenge. I have been pursued by | 
enemies for five or six years, and noth-| 
ing has been left undone to injure me or 
my company. 

Says Records Were Taken. 


“In the Fall of 1900 the records of our 
company were taken out by a man en- 
gaged by the Equitable, evidence of which 
I have. He was arrested, the plunder 
was found in his room, he confessed, and 

‘was indicted; but after a personal plea | 
from his mother I did not press the charge 
egainst him. . Following that, a notorious 

man who had been discharged for gam- 
bling, who was in league with the man 
that stole our records, and whose con- 
fession I have in writing, falsified = 
books. It is throu#h these channels that 
these things have been dug up, and thia| 
man also went to the Equitable Society to 
dispose of his plunder and to prey on the 
business of our company. 

“I submit,that it is a matter foreign 
to this inquiry. It has been dug up here 
to injure me personally, to injure my 
family and the business of my company. 
In justice to the company and its policy | 
holders, as well as to myself, I ask that 
the evidence be rejected. 

“The question is,” remarked Mr. 
Hughes, “‘ whether or not you owed the 
Equitable money when you ‘left them.” 

“I stand by my former statement,” 
eried Mr. Scott. “I¢ they have any 
claim against me, why don't they present 
it in open court and not bring it out here. 
Besides, it is a personal matter, and I/| 
am quite responsible for it.”

Whén David took it he made it 
a@ weapon of righteousness. It is the taint 
of the commercial spirit, the spirit that 
puts outward success before everything 
else, that we are to keep out of our col- 
leges. It may be a wise dispensation of 
Providence that keeps professors on 
a oe salaries. At all events they are 
the least worldly of men, and so long as 
the .Faculty dominates the life of an in- 
stitution there is little danger of corrup- 
tion. 

‘But In recent years the supremacy 
of the Faculty has been challenged by the 
abnormally developed athletic interests 
of the college, and it is from that direc- 
tion that we have the most to fear, be- 
cause the spirit of modern athletic con- 
tests is essentially the commercial spirit.’’ 

Dr. Raymond made it plain that he did 
not refer chiefly to professionelism and 
receipts, but to something deeper—the 
spirit of modern business, at least, in its 
h gher aspects. 

‘There is the evil that has developed 
the brutal and dangerous features of foot- 
ball,”” concluded Dr. Raymond, ‘‘and no 
reformation will be complete that does 
not reach the root of the evil, an inordi- 
nate desire for spectacular success. This 
may be accomplished only as athletic in- 
terésts come more directly and completely 
under Taculty control.”

The Times Square’ cabmen refused a 
concession offered to them last night by 
Commissioner McAdoo.

McCullagh was the Commission- 
er’s deputy. He appeared in the middle 
of Times Square shortly after 9 o’cloqk 
and told the cabmen what the Commig- 
sioner proposed to allow. 

The men would not speak in the ab- 
sence of James Brown, the Gen. Bona- 
parte of the fight. When he arrived he 
stuck his cigar in the corner of his mouth 
and spoke his mind. 

“This here thing may be a game,” 
said he. ‘‘How am I to know what the 
Commissioner means? How about it, 


boys?" 

The “boys” said what they thought. 
It was Babel on a particularly talkative 
day. No cabman could agree with his 
neighbor. One of them explained to Sergt. 
McCullagh that “if this here thing was 
under one management it would be all 
right, but—’’ 

“Yes, but,” said McCullagh, ‘you don’t 
know what you want. You're all out for 
the loot, irrespective of public safety or 
decent locomotion. All right, gentle- 
men, go ahead. If you behave as you did 
last night it will be all right, but I don't 
think you could do it for long if it wasn’t 
that you know you're on test. Go ahead.”

It was a very unusual crowd which 
gathered to witness the disposal of the 
ccllection. It included almost everybody

interest was supplied in the presence of 
personal friends and relationg of the 
actor, who hoped to secure some memen- 
to for a trifling sum, only to be disap-

To almost every one of the 254 lots of- 
some historical or personal 
avseciation was attached, The bidding 
was of the keenest, both on the part of 
dealers and of private buyers, and a total 
sum of $12,750 was realized. This repre- 

sented an amount far in excess of the 
value of the articles. 

American dealers are said to have se- 
cured many of the best lots, and several 
dealers, it is understood, were buying on 
commissions from leaders of the theatri- 
cal profession.

The Musical Art Society began its 
thirteenth season with its concert in Car- 
negie. Hall last evening. It enters on its 
new year with all the interest and en- 
thusiasm of its supporters unabated, and 
with its own artistic ideals held high, 
making no concessions to any taste lower 
than that which it was organized to meet. 

Its programme last evening was made 
up on the lines that it has often fol- 
lowed: First, unaccompanied music of 
the great ecclesiastical composers of the 
sixteenth century; an instrumental com- 
position by Bach; then modern part 
songs.

Gen. Herman Haupt, a veteran of the 
civil war, a noted ‘railroad man and en- 


gineer, and the oldest graduate of West |

| Point, died suddenly yesterday morning 
on a Pennsylvania Rallroad train between 
Jersey City and Newark. He was stricken 
with hé@art disease while conversing with 
his son, Louls M. Haupt, who was for- 
merly a professor at the University of 
Pennsylvania. The two men were on the 
way to Washington. 

Gen. Haupt and his son left Jersey City 
on the 8:25 train. It was just after the 
train started that Gen. Haupt was 
stricken. He leaned forward to speak to 
his son, and fell into his arms dead. 
The funeral will be held in Philadelphia. 

Gen. Haupt was born in Philadelphia 
March 26, 1817, and was graduated from 
West Point in 1835. He resigned in 1844, 
never having joined his regiment, when 
he was appointed Professor of Civil Engi- 
neering at Pennsylvania. He _  subse- 
quently became the General Superintend- 
ent and Chief Engineer and a Director 
of the Pennsylvania Railroad. He was 
also one of the engineers in charge of the 
building of the Hoosic Tunnel in Massa- 
chusetts. 

Gen. Haupt entered the army as a Colo- 
nel at the outbreak of the civil war, 
was promoted to Brigadier General, and 
subsequently took charge of the Federal 

{ railroads as Chief of the Bureau of United 
| States Military Railroads. 

In 1875 he became General Manager of 
the Piedmont Air Line, and_later_ the 
engineer of the Tidewater Pipe Line 
Company. He was for several years the 
General Manager of the Northern Pacific 
Railroad.

THE TROLLEY FIELD 


» Will Build an Electric Line from 


Binghamton to Corning, 


TO CARE FOR LOCAL TRAFFIC 


~ 


The Move WIIl Cost About. $1,500,000 
and Marks the Beginning of 
a New Policy. 


The Erie Railroad, it was announced 
yerterday, has determined upon the con- 
struction of an electric line frqm Bing- 
hamtion, N. Y., to Corning, a distance of 
seventy-six miles, The new line will 
parallel the present Hne of the Erie be- 
tween these two points, and is intended 
ty care for local passenger traffic. The 
surveys for the line are to be made imme- 
diately, and the contracts for the con- 
struction work will be let probably in 
January. . 

This line will mark the entrance of the 
Erie Railroad into the electric traction 
field. In general its policy Is the same as 
that of the New York Central and the 
New York, New Haven and’ Hartford 
Railroads. Both these roads have for 
some time beéh buying control of électric 
lines at points where the trolley lines se- 
riovsly interfered with the local traffic 
of the railroads, . 

The Erie management, in building this 
line from Binghamton to Corning, is fore- 
stalling the construction of lines between 
those points by outside interests. By being 
the first to occupy this particular terri- 
tory with electric lines the Erle believes 
that it will prevent the competition from 
such lines with which the other roads 
mentioned have been obliged to contend. 

The cost of the Erie's electric line will 
be in the neighborhood of $1,500,000. This 
money, it is understood, will be provided 
out of the proceeds of the recently au- 
thorized $12,000,000 issue of convertible 
bonds. This first piece of electric road 
under Erie control is likely to be followed 
by the construction of other electric lines 
at various points where the Erie manhage- 
ment may consider it wise to construct 
them, It has adopted this policy, it ts 
said, in order to discourage the construc- 
tion of electric roads paralleling the 
Erie lines by outside interests which 
might count upon selling out to it. 

The Erie's new line from Binghamton. to 
Corning will be built along the present 
right of way, making a third standard 
track adjoining the two tracks which the 
Erie now has in operation between these 
pointe The line wili be so constructed 
that it will be available for‘the operation 
of the company’s regular trains should 
occasion arise for such use of the new 
tracks. If the traffic on the new line war- 
ants it, a fourth track, also equipped elea- 
trically, may be added. 

The line, starting from Binghamton, will 
run through the towns of Union, Owego, 
Southboro, Waverly, Chemung, Elmira, 
and Horse Heads, ending at Corning, 
where the northern line of the_Erie di- 
verges from the main line. Thefe will be 
ccnsiderable local passenger traffic along 
tthe new line, and it is hoped to relieve the 
rie’s main tracks of its burden, leaving 
them to be used for through trains and 
for freight. It is probable that trains will 
be run on the electric line at intervals of 
an hour, or perhaps even closer together. 

It is known that several independent 
electric lines have beén projected in the 
same territory, and the Erie management 
has decided to undertake the work at 
once, rather than to leave others to build 
lines which might deprive it of a large 
amount of passenger traffic. 

No decision has yet bezn reached by the 
Erie officials in regard to the electrifica- 
tion of its suburban lines running out of 
Jersey City. It is the ultimate intention 
f the management to electrify these lines, 
but how soon and in just what manner 
has not been determined. 

It is altogether possible that the further 
electrification of the Erie’s lines will be 
undertaken at various points before the

LATEST CUSTOMS RULINGS. 


Broken Steel Ralls Admitted as a 
Scrap Product—Other Decisions. 


In a dGecision by I. F. Fischer, the 
Board of United States General Apprais- 
ers sustained yesterday a claim made by 
P. McGettrick of Burlington, Vt., re- 
garding the rate of duty applicable to 
broken steel rails. The Collector deemed 
the articles dutiable under the provision 
in the Dingley tariff for T rails, with 
duty at the rate of 7-20 of 1 cent per 
pound. The importer, who represented 
important interests, maintained that the 
merchandise was properly dutiable at 
only $4 a ton.
